DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-4 and 6-10 in the reply filed on 07 
February 2008 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 5 and 1 1-34 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 07 February 
2008. 

Upon further consideration, it has become apparent that the two proteins recited 
in Claim 1 are not structurally related. The original restriction/Lack of Unity was written 
with the expectation that the proteins of SEQ ID NO:46 and 48 were related structurally 
(i.e. full-length protein and mature protein, or mouse and human). Because of the lack 
of a common structural feature, a further lack of unity/restriction is as follows. 

If Applicant wishes to change their election to one of the previously recited groups 
(taking into account the need for restriction to a specific polynucleotide/protein), such an 
election would be considered responsive since an action on the merits has not been 
issued in the instant application. 
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Election/Restrictions
